Through the Introduction in congross
yesterday of & measure known as the
Adamson bill, It s believed that a
strike of the rallway employes has
beon averted. i

The Adamson bill would provide

for an eight hour day at the present
ten-lcur duy pay. effective next De-
comber 1. Employes would be glven
the pro rata rate for overtime. A
commission of three to be sppolnted
by the president would report to him
afd congress In not less than alx nor
more than nine monthe the effect of
the eight-hour day.
It is expecied that this bill will pass
both the house and senate today,
and  brotherhood officiala announce
that It the Bill 15 passed us Introdneed
the strike will be called off.

However, Hale Holden, president of
the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy rail-
romd, who was spokesman for the rall-
Wiy magnates at thelr recent confer-
ences with the prestdent has de-
olared that the passage of the Adam-
son  cmpromise eight-hour bill by
congress would not be satisfactory to
the rallroads and would not settle the
pending ocontroversy. “It ls my un-
derstanding,” says Mr. Holden, “that
the supreme count of the United States
has held recently, in ‘twio ecases, that
the congress of the United States has
abzolutaly no power tp fix wages.
That I= what the Adamson bill amounts
oy according th my understanding.”

Hvery once In & wiille a farm paper
comes out with a statement of some
handreds of various kinds of pests
that have been gotien away with, but
It takes the North Platte valley to tel]
the reéal “killing story.” B. J. Seger
has heen compiling some figures from
the reports of the gopher trappers un-
der the government project, and the
resuits are little short of amazing
He reports that from January 1,
1016, to date there have been turned
inte his office 40,783 pairs of gopher
toes, which were trapped wn dhe 1111
farms under the diteh, Making a to-
tal of §4.079.30 which Is pald to the
children at 10 cents for each palr of
feet brought la. June was the big
month, over 14,000 being kKilled that
month. This month the trappers are
reporting that the gophers are pretiy
hard to find. 5,210 were killed in July
which bears out the theory that the
bounty does some good. PPeopls who
know nothing of farming under Irriga-
tion do no¢ realize what damage n
goplhier can &0 to & waterway, and
cannot understand the reason for the
attempis (o exterminate the pests un-
til they hour of a break In a large ditch
bank, as a result of a gopher. The
trappors in this work are not only
earning a little moaey, but are also
dolng Ywork hardly o be estimated.—
